Rev. 19:1-6 

We live in a generation which 
has learned to associate the 
totters PTL with “Praise The 
Lord.” While there is some 
qenuine praise of the Lord 
today, much of the current 
“Praise The Lord” language is 
just frivolous interpersonal ex- 
changes given in a flippant.

Helping to confer upon politics and 
government the wonderland status they 
enjoy is the proclivity toward inconsis- 
tency which most politicians seem to 
possess as second nature. 

For example: 

In the wake of the overwhelming 
adoption of Proposition 13 in California 
politicians everywhere are scurrying to 
gel in step with the march for tax 
culling. Michigan politicians are no 
exception. 

I| appears that there may be not only 
one but maybe even two or three 
proposals about tax limitation on the 
Michigan statewide ballot in November. 
That's another thing about politicians: 
Moderation in the search for public 
favor is no virtue. 

i réSponse to Proposition 13's 
adoption in California, the long-running 
searcn for signatures to place a tax 
limitation plan on the Michigan ballet 
was speeded, so at least one tax limit 
proposal is assured of a ballot spot. 

Then the Michigan Legislature got 
into gear. with its own version of a tax 
limitation proposal which it might aim 
at the voters in the fall. Also, a more 
stringent tax limitation proposal, more 
cioseiy aligned with Calitornia’s hay- 
maker — the so-called Tish proposal — 
picked up steam via the voter-signature 
route. 

So be sure you get up early on 
election day and study the issues. 
Things may get a hit contusing,

cutting. however, you might expect 
some money- saving methods to sneak

Then comes another proposal to 
distribute $13 million or so in special 
state -aid to.more than 80 cities and 
townships: originally it was designed to

local income taxes, although | don't 
quite grasp the rationale for that 
connection. However, the target has 
heen broadened — under prodding from 
legislators from areas which do not levy 
local income taxes — so that the latest 
idea is to hand out state funds to more 
than 80 local units. Again, exactly why 
is not too clear. unless you accept the 
reasoning that if a little pork barrel is 
qood government, a bigger pork barrel 
is better government. 

! suspect. however, that the broad- 
ened base of focal gift-giving is design- 
ed to veil the essence of the idea, which 
appears to be to shovel even more state 
tax dollars into Detroit, which is 
scheduled to reap an $8 million henefit 
— far more than half — no matter which 
idea is adopted.

Apparently the politicians involved in 
this double-talk refuse to acknowledge 
the basic fact that the only way to cut 
taxes is to cut services, too. There's no 
oiner way. 
source to another, but to reduce taxes, 
there must be a reduction in govern- 
ment, too. You can't cut taxes with one 
hand, and give away more tax money 
with the other. Yet, it appears that’s 
what's going on in Michigan right now. 

As someone once said. consistency 
is the hobgoblin of tittle minds. 

{f that's true. then the Michigan 
political woods are full of folks with big 
minds. Inconsistency doesn't seem to 
bother them at all.

To Continue Efforts to Raise 
Swamp Tax Rete for Counties 


Although the increased ‘swamp 
lax’ rate set by the tegislature 
Thursday is a satisfactory first 
step, two Republican represen- 
latives promised to continue 
their efforts until local govern- 
ments receive an advalorum rate 
for state-owned property. 

State Representative Raiph 
Ostling (R-Roscommon) and 
Charles Varnum (R-Manistique) 
said the new swamp tax rate 
would mean a tremendous in- 
crease in money for local units 
of government in their districts. 

{f Governor Milliken signs the 
measure, it will raise from 58 
cents-an-acre to $1.50-an-acre 
the money the state will pay to 
townships, counties & schools 
for land it has taken over follow- 
ing the owners’ failure to pay 
property taxes on the land. 
Most of the 3.5 million acres of 
tay-reverted land is north of the 
Bay City-to-Muskegon line and 
hecame tax-reverted during the 
Depression. 

Tax reverted acres in Ost- 
ling's district are Antrim, 32,643; 
Clare, 40.478: Crawford, 154,- 
ub: Grand Traverse. 55,810; 
isabelia, 1,717; Kaikaska, 126,- 
901; Missaukee, 68,287: Osce- 
ola, 8,733; Roscommon, 173,- 
464, and Charlevoix, 39,536. 

Tax reverted acres in Vatr- 
num's district include Chippe- 
wa. 162.766: Luce, 260,651; 
Mackinac, 202,073: Schoolcraft, 
246.661. and Emmett, 66,836. 

“If nine million people want 


to own the land, then let the 
nine million people pay the 
taxes on that land" Ostling 


said. referring to the state's 
population who technically own 
the land. 

“But | realize that you can 
only do so much at one time. so 
in a sense. | am happy to raise 
the rate from 58 cents to $1.50- 


ai-acie. 

“We'll be back. though,” 
Varnum warned. “When the next 
legislature Convenes we're go- 
ing to push bills that call for 
$2 50-an-acre for tax-reverted 
land and keen nushing until we 
qet the level up to the advaiorem 
rate.” 

The advalorem rate is 50 
percent of the land's itue cash 
value 

Varnum, who was appointed 
to the six-member joint confer- 
ence committee set up to work 
out a compromise between the 
$2-an-acre Senate-passed vet- 
sion of the bill and the $1.16 
House-passed version. said he 
is satistied with the new distri- 
bution of the swamp tax money. 

“Counties will get 60 cents of 
the $1 50.° Osiling explained, 
“townships will receive 60 
ceats-an-acre and the 20 cents- 
an-acre freeze on the schools 
was lifled by the committee. 
The schocls wil now get 30
